In Dear Old England they do it 
differently than in the U. S. A. 

Daily newspapers in this country 
spend a vast amount of money in- 
stalling broadcasting sets that those 
who desire might purchase and in- 
stall radio sets and listen in when- 
ever the notion takes them. 

But over in England that free-for- 
nothing idea is not supposed to 
exist. Two articles from a London 
newspaper mailed by Mr. and Mrs. 
Chas. Snyder to T. R. Woodbridge 
will give some idea of radio con- 
ditions in England. 


Five Times More Wireless Sets 
Than Licences 

Speaking at a meeting of the Brit- 
ish Broadcasting Company, Lord 
Gainford complained that for every 
licensed listener-in- to broadcast 
wireless, there are four or five eaves- 
droppers, or persons getting the ser- 
vices for nothing. Although the post- 
office figures showed that only about 
80,000 licences liad been issued, he 
thought if those figures were multi- 


plied hy four, or even five, they 
would prebably be nearer the num- 
ber of receiving sets in the coun- 


try. ‘There appears to be a whole- 
sale evasion going on,” added Lord 
Gainford. Many persons possessing 
sets had not yet taken out a li- 
cence, while others ignored some of 
the terms of the broadcast licence, 
and that prevented the company 
from improving the quality of their 
programs, Whether arising from 
ignorance or carelessn@ss, or sheer 
maliciousness, and whether on the 
part of the manufacturer, retailer, 
buver, or the general public, there 
was widespread infringement of the 
regulations. A _ service which was 
creating interest and giving satis- 
faction throughout the country was 
being most seriously prejudiced. Not 
only were thousands of persons ap- 
parently content to listen in for 
nothing, but there were still in many 
districts people wholly preventing 
their neighbors, through reaction, 
from enjoying what was *Sroadcast. 
The company was doing its best with 
the postmaster-geners! to secure the 
efficient carrying out of the  post- 
office regulations, but they must 
have the co-operation of manufactur- 
ers and dealers, amateurs, and the 
public generally. Evasion of any 
kind was not only illegal, but it was 
a short-sighted and foolhardy pro- 
cedure.
